(5)  GEOLOGY 


Bedrock  of  this  area  is  a dark  gray  marine  shale  which  is 
assigned  to  the  Bearpaw  formation  of  Upper  Cretaceous  age. 

These  shales  contain  some  bentonitic  material  and  comparatively 
large  quantities  of  salts.

Pertlllty 

Soils  in  this  zone  are  usually  fairly  well  supplied  with  nitrogen 
and  organic  matter.  In  any  zone  exhaustive  cropping  depletes 
the  soils  native  food  supply  and  fibre.  A permanent  system  of 
cropping  provides  for  the  adequate  replacement  of  depleted  plant 
food  and  the  maintenance  of  organic  matter.
